who notified ^Cicero police. 
While conscious, Rose told them 
he had heard six or seven shot* 
shortly after his assailants drove 
away. 
The police started search 
and found the bodies of Heine and 
Miss Blang nearby. Both had been 
shot in the head. 
Me Wain, de­ 
scribed as a “floater,” from the 
Madison street district, was cap­ 
tured after an exciting police chase 
when the stolen taxicab he was 
driving crashed through railroad 
gates after nearly wrecking a po­ 
lice, car, overturned and pinned 
underneath.

MeWain, taken back to 
o, took one white faced look 
the body of the young woman 
ire and then started his story, 
The expedition, which resulted 
in what the police described as one 
of the most shocking crimes in 
their experience, apparently 6as 
plotted in a Madispn street “slop 
house.” MeWain said his compan­ 
ion, whom he met only four days 
ago, when Me Wain came here from 
Muskegon, Mich., was known to 
him only, as “Curley,” *or “Blond 
Eddie.” 
The slayings came before the 
echoes of Cicero’s last sensational 
shooting had died away. Near the 
scene of today’s assassinations, 
William McSwiggin, an assistant 
state’s attorney, and two compan­ 
ions, fell before a withering hail 
of lead poured into their automo­ 
bile by machine gun gangsters last 
April 
This triple slaying, which led to 
h grand jury investigation of crime 
conditions in Cook county, and sev­ 
eral indictments, has not been 
solved.

Robert Scott, brother of the con­ 
demned man, who was a partici­ 
pant in the robbery, entered a plea 
of guilty today to the charge of 
having murdered Joseph Maurer, 
tho>cierk for whose death Russell 
was sentenced. 
Three hours before he was to 
hang last summer, Russell 
was 
saved from the gallows by a mid­ 
night telegram fronv Detroit 
to 
Governor Small, purporting to be 
the confession of Robert that he 
was responsible for the killing. The 
telegram War, a hoax and Russell 
again was held for hanging, 
.A month later he was snatched 
from the gallows for a second time 
by a midnight plea for a sanity 
hearing. A few weeks later a jury 
declared him insane and commit-

ted him to the Chester 
asylum. 
At the last hearing he was found 
sane and sentenced to hang Octo­ 
ber 15. While Russell wip in Ches­ 
ter, his brother, Robert, who had 
been sought throughout the coun­ 
try since the night of the murder, 
was found in Snn Quentin peniten­ 
tiary, California nnd returned here 
to face the murder charge. 
Judge' William Emmel declared 
Robert’s plea placed a grave re- 
sponsibility upon the courts.

said he would hear the evidence as 
fully as though the^lea had been 
not guilty, 
The plea of guilty entailed a pen­ 
alty ranging from 14 years impris­ 
onment to death.

The unknown writer declares vehemently that such 
a tax would tend to discourage the man who de­ 
velops the useless raw material into useful imple­ 
ment and utilization.’

The equity and justice of a reasonable sev­ 
erance tax is admitted by all unbiased tax au­ 
thorities. 
As I have heretofore declared, the 
' natural resources are a common heritage and 
*bould be developed and utilized for the common 
good. The opponents of such a tax argue that 
its effect is to shift the tax burden from one 
shoulder to the other, but this contention is not 
supported by the facts. 
Statistics show that 
one-half of all the coal mined in Alabama is 
ubrI by the railroad», much of it in áter^atate 
commerce. 
One-fourth of it is shipped to-con­ 
sumers out of the State, leaving only about one- 
fourth upon w hich'the consumers in the State 
will have to pay any tax, and ihat in such small 
amounts as to be negligible to the individual con­ 
sumer. The same situation exists as to iron ore 
and other minerals, and also to lumber and for­ 
est products. The comparatively small amount 
of revenue which I have estimated from this 
source cannot possibly constitute agy burden 
upon industry, retard development or add ap­ 
preciably to ¿the cost of any products or mater­ 
ials used by our own people. Those who are en­ 
gaged in converting our raw materials into fin­ 
ished products and in developing our natural 
resources should willingly pay the small tax 
, Contemplated from this source, since it is to pro­ 
vide for the education of the citizenship of the 
State from which they secure their employes, 
apd upon which they depend for the security of 
their investments. 
> 
In the following nine states a severance tax I» 
now being collected, namely: 
Arkansas, Ken­ 
tucky, Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma, Pennsyl­ 
vania, West Virginia, Minnesota and Montana. 
In some of these states the tax is not called a 
Severance Tax, but it is in substance such a 
tax. 
Does that sound as if the tax is going to be placed 
upon the shoulders of the home consumer, does that 
sound as if ¿ tremendous burden is to be shifted to 
Alabama shouldérs? 
Furthermore, the article by the writer who chooses
